Lisbon, Oct. I.— Before adjourning Tuesday evening the 
grand 
jurors paid the regular quarterly visit of the body to the old coun­ 
ty jail in the hill, w hich they designated 
in th e ir report 
to

court as an old “ fire trap ," and condem ned 
as 
unhealthful, 
unsani­ 
tary and unsafe. 


Y e a r after year they state, grand juries have condem ned 
th* 
old building and its unsafe condition 
and

been done to better or rem edy it, and until these recom m endations 
of the past have been 
acted upon the ju ro rs considered that 
it 
wa* hardly w orth w hile for them to make any further suggestions.
